increaſeth,there is increaſe of ſhipping; where in- 
creale of ſhipping, there increaſe of Mariners 
likewiſe: ſo then rich and large! Faſ# Indzes. The 
report that went of the pleaſing. notes of the 
Swannes in Mearder floud,farre ſurpaſſing the re- 
cords of any other birds in any other places what- 
ſocuer, drew thither all forts of peopletin great 
confluence, and with great expeQation to heare, 
and enioy their ſweet ſinging: when they came 
chither, they found in ſtead of faire white Swans, 
greedy Rauens, and deuouring Crowes; and 
heard, in ſtead of melodious harmony, vntune- 
able and loathſome croaking : in indignation that 
they were ſo receiued and decciued, in ſtead of 
applauding, they hifled; and of ſtaying, fledde a- 
way. You are now braue Eaſt Indies, CMeander 
floud,your trade is the ſinging of Swannes, which 
ſo many iourney lo farre to enioy; God forbidde 
you ſhould be found fo diſcoloured, and we ſo ill 
ſatisfied. And howſocuer that I may be ſure to a- 
uoydany detrattion, whereby my nature mighe 
haueany impuration, or by calling vp more ſpi- 
rits into the circle then I can put downe againe,[ 
mightincurre ſomedanger, and be taxed likewiſe 
of indiſcretion, for that wee onely hitherto haue 
complained of the want of ſhipping, 'wee deſire 
now but herein to ſuruey the ſtore, and ſee how 


you 
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you helpe the increaſe: you haue built more ps. 
in your tine, and greater farre then wy other 


Merchants ſhips ;befides what you haue bought 


out of other Trades, and all thoſe wholly belong- 


ing to you, there bath beene entertained by you 
ſince you firſt aduentured, ene and twentic 
ſhippes, beſides the now intended voyage of one 
new ſhippeof ſeuen hundred Tunne ; and happi- 
ly ſome two more of increaſe. The leaſt of all your 
ſhipping is of foureſcore Tunne, all the reſt are 
goodly thippes, of ſuch burthen as neuer were 
formerly vied in Merchandiſe ;the leaſt and mea- 
neſt of theſe laſt is of ſome hundred and twentie 
| Tunne,and ſo go vpward cuen to eleuen hundred: 
'Tunne: you haue ſet forth ſome thirteenevoya ges, 
is which time you-haue builr of theſe, eight new 
ſhippes, and almoſtas good as built the moſt of 
the reſidue, as the Dragon,the Hefor,efc.fo that at 


the firſt appearanceyou have added both ſtrength. 


and glory to the kingdome by this your accefſton 
ro the Nauy : But where I pray you are all theſe 
ſhippes?foure of thefe are caſt away, ofthe which 
one was of three hundred Tunne,another of foure: 
hundred, the third of three hundred, and the 
fourth of cleuen hundred ;-two more are docked 
vp there as Pinaces totrade vp and-down : the reſt: 
arccither imployed in the Trade in the /zdzes, or 
athome our of reparations : which if true, if the 
kingdome ſhould have need oof them-on any oc- 
caſion it ſhall ſurely want theirſeruice;and ſo there: 
there is not onely no ſupply to the Nauythis way, 


but hurt cuen tothe whole kingdome, the woods 


being: 
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| being cut downe, and the ſhippes either loſt, or 
not ſ{cruiceable. Surely ſtories can ſhew vs, which 
we may reade in the courſes of common-wealth, 
how tollerable,nay how laudible it 1s in all ſtates, 


to enlarge commerce . Merchants whom wee 
ſhould reſpe&, can tell vs ofthe caſualties which 


not onely the ſhippes,bur their eſtates are ſubie& 
ro by aduentures. Marriners whom we muſt pit- 
ty, can teach vs of the ordinary dangers not onely 
that ſhippes and goods, bur their liues are ſubic& 
to by ſea : I muſt not then exprobatethat to them 
whichis to be imputed to the ſea; nor are they ro 
be blamed out of reaſon for thatwhich deſeructh, 
in humanity, commiſceration; nor is England 
bounded by our Horizon, to goe no further then 
we ſee: wehauec learned long fince, that Mercatu- 
ra ſi leuits ſordida, fi magna ſplendiaa: the ftranger ( 
the Countrey,the greater the aduenture; the more - 
famous our Nation, the more worthy the Mer- 
chant. Before we were, {euen Horace writ, Currit 
Mercator «4d Indos ; loath then I am to borrow that 
ſaying of Demoſtenes on his courting of Lazs,to pay 
it to the /zdraz trade,by alledging,that Nor tant? 
Emam penitentiam, onely hauing now in com- 
mon that Romanprouiſo, Ne quid detrimenti reſp. 
Cep4t. Let vs examine that which may mouec pa- 
tience, that our woods are cut downe, and the 
ſhippes either loſt, or nor ſeruiceable; our woods 
I ſay, cut downe in extraordinary manner, nei- 
ther doc the ſhippes dye the ordinary death of 
ſhippes. Our woods extraordinarily cut downe, 
in regard of the greatneſle of the ſhipping, which

doth as it weredenoure our Timbe. Iam able oue 
of ſufficient reftimony to affirme, that ſince the 
Indian Trade, and meerely through'their building 
of their ſhips of ſo great burthen,and their repai- 
ring (the building notwithſtanding beganne but 


fiuc yeares ſince) that Timber is raiſed in the Land 


five ſhillings, and more, inthe load, nay almoſt 
not to be had for money, which the company (no 
queſtion) being ſencible of, very wiſely ſeeke to 
helpe themſelues in, by building of Ships in Ire- 
land for their ſeruice, yet it ſeemeth their incou- 
ragement that was, is but xeceſitogſe in regard by 
their owne ſaying, beſides the hazard, the charges 
arc little leſſe; and which is worſe, that kinde of 
timber is but vntoward forthat vſc, beeing fo cx- 
treame heauy, thata ſhip ofa ſmall burden draw- 

eth much water. It in fiue yeares ſpace their buil. 

ding,together with their repairing of ſhippes al-

moſt equall to building, _ ſuch a ſcarcitte, 


what willa little continuancedring forth ? Bring 
forth I cannot ſay ought, bur a privation will fol- 
low ceuen of all our timber wood, The Kings Na- 
uy muſt be maintained, other Merchants of lower 
ranke muſt haueſhipping, and the ſea-trade may 
increaſe, and then either wee muſt trade withour 
ſhipping,or make ſhips without timber. 

When the Norman Conguerour hauing ſubdued 
the moſt partof the kingdome, paſled from E/ex 
into Kext, which then made head againſthim, the 
Kents hauing by the advice of their politique Bi- 
| ſhop and their ſtout Abbot, cut downe great 
| boughes, and with them in their armes marched 
D _ , 7 wards 
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towards the Conguerour, whereby, beſides the no- 
uvelty of rhe fight, the Army appeared double as 
big. W1l;jam himſelte ſo conceiuing it,-as alſo 


amazed ro ſee woods walke; more feared and diſ- 


contented with that ſight, then otherwiſe aſſured 


with his former ſucceſſe, condeſcended to what 


demands {ſo euer were made by thoſe people, to 
hauc ſuch weapons laid downe, and ro gaine ſuch 
ingenious {ubieCts; whereby, to their erernall be- 
nefice, and credite, their perſones were neuer in 
bondage, nor their Lawes altered. In this their 
Land ſtratageme,. I ſee our Sea Arts, in that and 
teſe woods being the farall inſtrument of our for- 
runes, boughes of Trees kept the Kextiſh-men out 
of ſeruitude, when they held them in their hands, 
and but for ſhew, their bodies will keepevs in li- 


berty when they containe vs, and are for ſeruice,

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and by their mouing on the water they will amaze 
both French and Spaniſh, and whomſocuer, and 


 keepe them, and all others, from comming neere 


vs : Qurof which prouident fore-ſight, our moſt 
worthy Princes formerly raigning, haue made di- 


ners Lawes in fauour of Timber trees, and our. 


mof{t noble King hath prouided thereto with new 
acceſſions for the preſeruing and increaſing of 
tem; Þutthat a parricideof woods ſhould thus 
be commutred by building of ſhips, itwas neuer 
thought on by any of our royall Se/oxs, and there- 
tore there wasno proviſo for it ; Nay, this incon- 
u2nience was fo little ſuſpeed, that our ſaid 


tamous Princes haue prouided cleane contrary, 


with greatbounty and indulgence,having encou- 
| raged

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raged by reward out of their owne purſes the buil- 
ders of great ſhips , as beſtowing on the builders. 


fiue ſhillings on the Tun for every Tunne thar is 
builded aboue one hundred Tun ina ſhip, ſone- 


ceſſary did the Prince thinke his maintainance of 


ſhipping, the acceſhon thereof conſiſting much in 
their greatneſſe, to the honour and ſafety of the 
Kingdome,&ſuch vic he made account he ſhould 
haue of them; whereas now this way he contribu- 
teth tothe ſpoile of his woods, to the loſle of the 
| ſhips, and to the hurt of. the kingdome: I hard a 


Ship-wright ſay on the lofle of the Trads Increaſe, 


thar if you ride forty miles from about Zodon,you 
could not finde ſufficient Timber to build ſuch an 
other; it was a ſhip of eleuen hundred Tunne, for 


beauty , burthen, ſtrength, and ſufficiency, ſur- 


paſſing all Marchants ſhips whatſoeuer, bur alas 
ſhee was bur ſhewen,, out of a cruell deſtiny ſhee 
was oucrtaken with an .vntimely death in her 


youth, and ſtrength,being deuouredby thoſeIron 


wormes of thar Country, that piereed her heart, 
and brake many a mans withall, memorable in her 
misfortune , onelyredoundingto the Common- 
wealthes loſle; for as forthe Marchants, though TI 
pitty their aduentures with all my heart,yerin this 
their part of loſſe was leaſt, for all their goods 
were on ſhore, and ſhe had brought aboundance 
out of the Mecha Fleete, which ſhedid both tith 


and toll, and rhankes be to God, they are more

Naples, Ligorne, Marſeilles, and thoſe parts of 


the Straights may employ ſome foure hundred 
 men,and breed of theſe abour forty. 


Malega employing beſides ſome foure hundred 
men, the employment that may come by all other 
places in _ and Portugall, not atrriuing to 
foure hundred men in regard of the pouerty of 
the rrade,and the ſuperfluity of the commodities,

Againe, who will not bee exceedingly encou- 


raged with the benefite of ſuch gaine, inſo honeſt 


a manner, when once the ſweete is taſted of, 
when as .otherwiſe our Countrimen runne ſuch 
labourtous and deſperate courſes, eſpecially out 
of want. Fs 
Others will ſay that our Land will not vtter them 
in any quantity, in regard that the feeding on her- 
ring, and fith, doth not taſte vs, nor is ſo received: 
as amongſt thoſe Holland and Sealand Mermaids: 
and ſure, if thoſe neceffary Lawes prouided by. 
our aduiſed S:ate, for the keeping of fiſh daies 
cleane through our Land were better obſerued, 
it would be more wholeſome for our bodies, and 
make much forthe advancing of our fiſh and plen- 
ty of other victuals; beſtdes the deereneſle of our 
fiſh victuall, which more hurceth our purſe then 
our appetites, fortiat the price is within this 20. 
yeares almolt tredled, wich. indeed maketh the

true diſtaſt as all Houſcholders finde, and thereon 
feede their houſeholds with fleſh, and otherwiſe, 
chis fiſh victuallbeing now obtained by Merchan- 
dize, which indeed is of our owne ſtaple coinmo- 
dity, whereon growerh this penury to the poore, 
this great price to others, this diſvie to all, and in 
theſe the Kings,the Kingdomes lofle: yer notwith- 
ſtanding there is ſuch quantity of herring, beſides 
other fiſh conſumed amongſt vs, that ftrhrockes 
alloweth 10000 Laſts for our prouiſion of her- 


_ ring to be ſpent here inthe Realme;ſo thatit would 


ſauc ar home 100000 pounds of treaſure, which 


' to our ſhame and lofle the Hollanders carryerth 


away, cuen for our owne prouiſion : beſides, that 
rouiſion is of theworſt, ſuchas they call Roope- 

ſicke,& ſuch as they are forbidden robring home. 

Now to be ſerued of our worſt, whereas we might 

be our owne caruers,and to giue our gold for that | 

we may haue for nothing; iudge of the lofſe, of © 

the indignity : and as wee may eaſily remedy this 

by our owne induſtry, ſo we cannot otherwiſe 

excuſe the fault. Our gracious Prince, no que-

tele allow ſtrangers to cate vp the foode that was 
prouided for the children; the crummes we would 
not enuy them , though wee arenow fed vnder 
their Table. 

Now fariher itmay be alleaged, that we can vt- 
xer no ſuch quantity , nor can affoord no ſuch pc. 
nyworth : For the firſt , that muſt ariſe oatof our 
dilligence, no queſtion we onceatraining the Art 
of the Flemiſh viage of theſe Herring, they 
will bee in as great eſtimation as the Hollanders, 
in Normandy, Nants, Burdeaux, Rochell, and other 


ſuch Countries; for which, returne is made of _ 


Wine and Woad, for which is alwaies paidrea- 
dy gold, with anumber of other commodities: 
They will bee in as greateſtimation. ir-the Fatt 
Countries, Rewel, Rie, Rufſie, Danſke, Poland, 
Denmarke, the retarnes whereof are ſet downe 
in Gentleman, and the quantity of Herring thar 
theſe fore-named Countries conſume is infinite; 
therefore though the Hollanders ſpend. more 
Fiſh and Herring by much in their Countries 
then wee doe, yetitis their forraine Frade with all. 
other Nations that is their Baſis , elfe they could 
neuer employ ſo many Shippes, nor gaine ſuch 


wealth, or get ſuch ſtrength thereby: And in 


all thefe places wee can and doe Trade, and 
all rheir returnes wee needeand vſe, and there- 
Fore maygtter them iN as great a quantity as they 
dog.

Then for the affoording of Herrring and Fiſh 
atas good arate as they can, let any conſider of 
the ;likelihood in our behalfe, firſt ir ftanderh 
with reaſon if wee haue the like veſſels, wee can 
oc Withas few men, and our fiſhermen on the 
Coaſt, by. divers repotts can liue as hardly as 
they ;and let any indge of the hardneſſe when 
the principall time of fiſhing fqr Herring is in 
Sepreimber and October, and a fixe weckes time, 
and they arealmoſtin ſight of our owne Coaſts; 
and beſides good prouiſion of butrer and cheeſe 
and Beere, they haue the plenty of the ſea-fiſh : 
then this way wee may affoord as good peny- 
worths as they; but-L goe further, and ſay that we 
haue greatvantages of them. 3 
The ſeas be our owne, therefore wee tourney: 
not fo- farre as the Hollander doth, whereby like- 
wiſeour trauatle and charge muſt bee lighter, our 
ports, harbours and roades beat hand;nay,which 
is more, all vtex/iles an appurtenances belong- 
ing to ſhipping as is before ſhewed (Pitch and 
Earre excepted) are found in- our owne land ; 
whereas they with great coſtand paines & hazard 
ferch them from fixeſeucrall places : ſo then wee 
ſhall bee able to'affoord better cheape then the 
Hollanders; and-fo wee may fclt- when they can- 


not, and fo the Erg/ifh ſhall and may wea- y,, Enolith, 
ry them, and weare outthole floures wherewith we will mate 


our poore Fiſher-men are {corned : for ifrhey 
bee put by rhe vttering of their Herrings a-, 
broade, they will bee drjuen to leaue tneir 


orcat flips, and fiſh in fnaller v<flels neere the 
G3 ſhore. 
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| ſhoreto ſerve their owne turnes, as heretofore. 
they hauc cauſed vsts doe; when as likewiſe on e- 
uery tempelt they openly triumph over vs fornot 


taking the bleſſings of God powred into our 
lappes. ”. 

Theſe hinderances obieQed taken away, wee 
may now reſort againe to the ſweete fountaine of 
profite; which beſides that it watererh our priuate 


eſtates with the continuall ſpring of great gaine, 


keepeth in our treaſure, which exceedingly now 


waſteth, bringerh in all commodities that either 
| the Eaſt and North Countries, France, or Flaun- 


ders affoords even for this barter; it runneth into 


_ the ſeaof the Kings cnſtome, the venting onely of 


tennethouſand laſt of Herring beyond ſea, com- 
meth to fiue thouſand pounds after the rate of the 
ordinary poundage, beſides the cuſtome of Cod 
and Ling, very necre as valuable as the benefir of 
Herring, the particular view wherof is ſet downe 
by him whom I haue ſo often named,and in whoſe 
booke you may ſee the greatneſſe of the cuſtome 
amounting to aboue 50000 pound ſtarling that 
accrueth to thoſe Countries out of this fiſhing 
Trade;and yetall this to them is nothing : their 
keeping in their treaſure,their carrying away our 
tteaſure,their aboundance with all other commo- 
ditics, their greatneſſe of their cuſtome this way, 
is nothing in regard of their profit, honor, ſafety, 
that their increaſe of ſhipping, increaſe of Marri- 
ners this way begetteth tothemſelues,amonelt all 
nations to their ſtate. 
Thelife ofthe ſea is in ſhipping, nay one may 
by 


— 
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lay toThippes, Mare non eſt mure,vos eſtis mare,the 
beanty of theſea is in ſhipping, and ſure the Po- 
cts affirming Yens to be the daughter of the ſea, 
might meanea ſhippe by her: for hec vn Yenus 
omniun ſurripuit Veneres, and this little land of the 
Hollanders,exceeded in quantity by Norfolke and 
Sufolke,haue gotten this ſea, haue gained this Ye- 
mus; England, Scotland, France and Spaine for ſhip- 
ping and ſea faring men not anſwerable to them, 
and all ſpawned out of fiſh and fiſhing. 

There hath beenenumbred in fight rwo thou- 
ſand ſaile of Buſfes, and other good veſſels gone 
out to ſea at once of the Hel/anders,and there hath 
beene found by compuration ſome thirty feuen 
thonſand Fiſhermen in diucrs ſorts of veſſels ar 
one time employed herein: hence: proceedeth 
their great vndertakings,and prodigious aducntu- 
ring toall places : hereby they out-goe vs, and 0- 
uer-beare all trades where cuer they come. Wee 
thinke the Weſt Indie gold to be the cauſe of the 
pride and preſumption. of Spaniards ; we may al- 
fure our ſelues that our North Indies counteruaile 
that treaſure; and are the onely confidence of the-. 
Hollander even by breeding ſea-men, and increa- 
fing of ſhipping in that aboundance, as that here- 
by they both ſwarme euery where, and France, 
Spaine and the Eaſt Countries are full of their 
ſhipping ; hence they fetch our coales, and carty 
them abroad;from Nerway and Danke they bring 
vs all commodities, and carry forth ours at a farre 
better rare then we can our ſclues : they haue fil- 


led 2oſcouie whence we areempricd with thither 
= 0 ſhipping, 
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(hirping, and the Szra/zhts abound with them, 
once our poileition : they go into, nay they arme 
inthe Weſt Indies where we may not bee ſcene; 
and inthe Eaſt Indies they have had long ſetled 
factories before vs, and haue foure men ro one of 
ours there, and goebeyond as farre, beſides the 
number in {tore of good!y ſhipping ; whereby, as 
they hinder our trade,ſo they forbeare not (which 
I cannot but write with ſtomacke) the honour of 
our King and kingdome, as preſuming ſomrtimes 
r0 call chemſc]ues Engl, and pretend Embaſl- 
ſfage,and preſents from:his Maieſty, which they 


didro the King of Sam. In other places calling 
_ the Crowne and State of England into compart- 


ſon, which made the King of Achem aske captaine 
Beſt whether the King of En2/and, or the King of 
Holland were the greater Monarke. *\ 

beſides,whatan infinitenumber of ſhippes and 


men of waire have they alwayes in areadineſle at 


home, andas the In-keeper of Chalys:ſayd to his 


gueſt, admiring tantam ferculorum warictatern, it 


was with art ali cooktout of porke; this their ſtore, 


this theiraboundance is raiſed all out of fiſhing ; 
Who then would nor be moued? Who would not 
be ſtirred vp therewith? VVho would not goe a fi-' 
ſhing? You fee what want wee haue of ſhipping, 
whar want we haue of marriners,what diſcourage- 
ments we haue in trades, what wants our men are 
in, When Naemanthe Sirian complained to Z-. 
[:zeus of his leprofie, he was bid waſh himſelfe in 
fordax {cuen times ; hee looked for other miracu- 
lous courſes to be taken by the Prophert,and could 


> hardly 
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| hardly be perſwaded thereto, becauſe bn and 
Pharphar flouds of Damaſcus were better : N aa- 
man was a Heathen, and hadneuer any experi- 
ence of Gods Jorden, yet he was inthe end per- 
{waded: to ſupply our wants, to fatisfie our hun- 
ger, to heale our diſeaſes, there is nota riuer bur 
a-ſea ſhewen vs, and that not in another king- 
dome, bur in our; owne, wee are are bur bidder 
gocand take fiſh our of it; wee are Chriſtians, 
and it is God that hath prouided this remedy, 
and wee ſee by experienceno water like ours, and 
we ſee ourneighbours from euery place reſorting 
thercto and healing themſelues thereby : you ſee 
how it concerneth vs, let ys in the end hkewiſe 
bee perfivaded, VWhar the number is of our ſea- 
men bred and employed by all ſorts of fea-trades,

000d of all his maieſties ſubieAs; and fo well 
wiſhed ro by Hitchcockes and Gentleman,that it is 
enough for me butto poynt at them; weall know 
| the vie of them, they ſhew the decay, and this 
Art the reparation and maintenance of them. 
The vſe of this fiſhing is implied much inthe 
profite, but more eminent by the confideration 
againeof the infinite number otherwiſe of Idle 
' people,and out of imployment; onely by this Art 
itis reported not one goctha begging in all the 
Low Countries; and what anumber of people haue 
wee, that now deſtitute of meanes, may this way 
haue a calling? It is a grieuous ſinne Idleneſſe,and 
bringeth forth, as we ſee,horrible effe&s: to geta 
 livingby the ſweat of ourbrowes is the ordinance 
- = of God,anethis way there is arecompence.There 
Wo were found in Tarmenth the laſt yeareithree or 
—_— fourc hundred, 'and thoſe of honeſt diſpoſition, 
0 |  tharwanted means,and how many hundred more 
are there in other places that would gladly be thus 
vſed? Hitchcockes alloweth to eucry one in this 
imployment twenty pounds yearcly, beſides his 
dyer, forhis reward,a good fauour to honeſt men 
| thatnowhaue no meanes; and this onely out of 
1wo voyages for Herring : a number of Carpen- 
tenters and Shipwrights ſhall be fer a work, Coo- 
pers buſied, numbers of people making lines, 
ropes,cables,dreflers of hempe,ſpinners of thrid, 
makers of Nets, bred ; many ſalt-houſes ſer vp,be- 
ſides what ſtore of poore people, all along on the 
ſea coaſts, which are now very poore and idlein 
Ezgland and wales to bee vſed in ſplitting of fiſh, 
waſhing of fiſh, packing, falting, carrying and re- 
| carrying 
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carrying of fiſh ; and on theſe foreſaid occupati- 
ons depend an infinite number of ſeruants, boyes 
& daily labourers for the vſe of things need{ull. 
Nylus,whoſe fertility 1s enuied, affoordethnot ſo 
many ſorts of fifh, of monſters, as this fiſhing en- 
rertainerh ſorts of people; which humbly com- 
mitting to the high diſpoſer of all hearts,& to the 
due conſideration therby of his miniſters here on 
earth, will leaue further to enlarge, and ſhut vp 
this abrupt diſcourſe with the alluſion of that of 
Baſil to this ſea-buſineſle, Puter dum hanriuntur ſpe- 
croſiores. : I. 
Now for a Corollary to all theſe imperfe& lines, 
whereas inthe ſuperficiall ſuruey of want of ſhip- 
ping,we find moſt of our ſea-trades either decay- 
ing,or at a ſtay; ler me ont of chemfelues, without 
offence, propound the conſideration of one re- 
medy thercto,enen by a freedom of Traffique for all 
his Maieſties fubiects to all places; hereby his ma- 
iefties cuſtomes will increaſe, the nauy & ſea-men 
will receive nouriſhment our of more imploy- 
ment,the whole incorporation of merchants reap 
comfort in that they may communicate with all | 
aduentures,and the vniucrſal body ofthe ſubie&s 
- of the land content,in that they may become mer- 
chants,being very ready in this aduentrous world

firſt maintainers of ſociety had their honour, the

firſt founders haue receiued reaſonable benefite 
of their paines and charges, allowing them ſome 
{xe returnes to their owne priuate aduentures, 
before any elſe ſer thitherward;Ifthoſe aduentures 
or returnes were encreaſed here for the finders 
content,and profit,there is no man would grudge 
it, but-rokeepe others out for euer, voleſſe they.

Itwas a fooliſh complaint of the Poer, Car 
aliquid vidi? itis much more for me to ſay Cur al; 
Wzrd [cripſn 1am lo farre from giuing any cauſe of 
publicke offence, that I would not iuſtly prouoke 
any priuate perſon, I was borne inthe Citry, and 
liuc among Sea-men, and as ſome Almanacke. 
makers when they pretend exaQtneſſe in their 
Calculations, rhough they doe butroue, vſe to 
appropriaterheir obſcruations to the place they 
live in; ſo I writing with the ſame knowledge, 
would fay I defire good to the Meridian of theſe
